Now York, March 21—Tho blow of 
which Harry Kendall Thaw has been 
In terror sincp his trial for the murder 
af Stanford White began, has fallen. 
District 
Attorney 
Jerome did 
not 
make formal application 
for the ap­ 
pointment of a commission in lunacy, 
hut in an impassioned speech he ap­ 
pale'! to the conscience of the court, 
asserting th* 
Thaw is unable intel­ 
ligently to advise his counsel and is 
believed 
by 
every 
one 
who 
has 
watched ami come 
in contact 
with 
aim to he insane. 
Mr. Jerome 
asserted that 
the six 
monists who testified 
for the state 
were convinced that Thaw was of un­ 
sound mind. 
Mr. Jorome dramatically 
accused the counsel for tho defense of 
concealing 
testimony which, 
if pre­ 
cented to the court, would moke the 
■’ontinuance of the trial a crime. 
So 
earnestly did 
he plead that. 
Justice 
Fitzgerald 
dismissed the Jury 
until 
Friday m orning and adjourned court 
until this afternoon, when he will con­ 
sider whatever evidence 
either side 
has to ofter and decide w hether the 
rial shall go on, or whether a com- 
rnlBeion In buaxcy shall be appointed to 
pass upon Thaw 's present mental con­ 
dition. 
The sem%*s attending 
the adjourn­ 
ing at of court wore dramatic and ex­ 
citing. 
Thaw's noun Bel seemed taken 
utterly by surprise. 
Wednesday was 
expected 
to bo the last day 
of the 
trial except for the summing up be­ 
fore the Jury. 
Soon aft«r the three- 
cornered discussion between Justice 
Fitzgerald, District Attorney Jerom e 
«nd Mr. De!ma3 
began, Thaw's 
five 
other attorney's 
gathered around the 
Judsre’s desk and for a time seemed 
intent upon denying what the court 
had termed the charges of unprofes­ 
sional conduct brought against them 
by Fie prosecuting officer. 


Thaw Dejected. 


Thaw, dejected, sat deserted at his 
counsel 
table. 
He had seemed 
un­ 
usually pale and rather haggard when 
lie came into court at the beginning 
of the session, baviny: complained of 
fatigue and restlessness. 
When the 
district attorney and Mr. Delmas bh­ 
ajan their usual early morning skirmish 
soon after the trial started, T h a w ’ 
spirits 
seemed 
to brighten 
and lie 
laughed at some 
of the passages-at- 
arms. 
As the argument began to take on 
a more serious phase, 
however, the 
prisoner 
became deeply 
concern! I. 
Ho flushed as one by one his attor­ 
neys left him to rally to the support 
of Dolmas, who, however, in the midst 
of the proceedings, was superseded by 
Attorney John ll. Gleason. 
Thaw hit. 
•lls nails, opened and closed his hands 
nervously and finally sank down lr. his 
chair in an attitude of utter dejection. 
In an adjoining 
room, where they 
could iiear 
the excited and 
u ni!'ted 
voices of counsel, stood Mrs. Will atm 
Thaw, the mother, and Evelyn Nesblt 
Thaw, tho wife, who had hared tho 
secrets of her soul 
in the effort to 
rave her husband from 
the electric 
chair and from the fat0 which ho tie 
clares he dreads more—a madhouse. 
The climax of Die nine-weeks trial 
was precipitated by the action of tho

Jury Ordered From the Room, 
Tho argument which ensued became 
rn pertinent 
to the 
question 
of the 
I resent sanity or insanity of the rle- 
t ndant 
that Justice 
Fitzgerald or­ 
dered the jury from the room. 
Then 
the discussion took on that broader 
range which resulted in the court's 
determination to have 
presented to 
him the facts which the district attor­ 
ney asserted had been withheld from 
the jury by the defense and which he 
had been linable to give to the court 
In strictly legal form. 
“If the real facts were known.” de­ 
clared Mr. .bu omo. “I have no right to 
be here trying this man for his life. 
But the knowledge I have cannot De 
Tint in legal form before the jury, 
Tt 
is mostly hearsay. 
But if I could got 
the facts before you they would shook 
and horrify the conscience of the court 
and 
instantly 
this case

stopped. 
So deeply have I been im­ 
pressed with this that I have served 
notice on the counsel of record that 
if when tills trial is concluded I find

Jerome said that Doctors Bingaman 
and Peemnr, two of the Thaw' Viysi- 
cinns, had told him facts concerning 
epilepsy on both sides of the prison­ 
er’s family, but the defense had failed 
to bring out these matters in the tes­ 
timony. 
“I submitted to tho 
alienists sum ­ 
moned by the state all the facts in my 
possession.” said Mr. 
Jerome, "and 
hey one and all informed me that the 
defendant is suffering from a disease 
called paranoia, the chief characteris­ 
tics of which are insane delusions; 
that acting under these insane delu­ 
sions he killed Stanford White, hut 
that within the legal definition of in­ 
sanity he knew' tile nature and qual­ 
ity of his act and knew the act to bo 
wrong.” 
Justice Fitzgerald wanted to know 
lf the alienisms had informed the dis­ 
trict attorney of their opinions before 
answering the long hypothetical ques­ 
tion in court. 
Mr. Jerome admitted 
that they ta d . 
The evidence he sub­ 
mitted to them had not been adduced 
in court, however, and he could not 
put It iii the hypothetical question. 


Wanted It All to Go In. 
Now that they have put Dr, Hamil 
ton on the stand,” explained Mr. Je­ 
rome, “ I have my first opportunity of 
laying before tho court 
sworn testi­ 
mony in a m atter which may demand 
the attention of the court. 
For tin 
first tiftio we have the real evidence 
before us and I want it all to go in 
Your honor will support me in the 
claim that ever since this trial began 
I have struggled 
to have 
the doors 
opened wide that all the facts might 
be brought out. 
But I have met ob­ 
jections and legal restrictions every­ 
where.”

was proceeding 
to interrogate him 
when the district attorney objected. 
Hero Mr. 
Gleason interposed. 
He 
rejected the district attorney's sug­ 
gestion that Thaw was unable to ad­ 
vise his counsel and declared it was 
the duty of the court to submit that 
question to the jury. 
“The court wdll determine its duty 
for itself,” replied Justice Fitzgerald. 
Mr. Gleason next demanded th at Dr. 
Hamilton be Interrogated as to w heth­ 
er he thought. Thaw capable of advis­ 
ing his counsel. 
Justice Fitzgerald allowed tile ques­ 
tion and th e witness replied th at ho 
did not think Thaw capable of advis­ 
ing his counsel 
at the present time.

riven the mimes of 
every doctor so 
consulted. 
It was agreed that both 
sld< s should submit affidavits. 
When the 
trial adjourned 
Messrs. 
Hart ridge 
and 
O ’Reilly of 
Thaw ’s 
counsel professed the greatest pleas* 
ire over the turn of affairs. 
District Attorney Jerome was mani­ 
festly pleased with the idea of a com­ 
mission. 
He immediately set to work 
preparing affidavits. 
He will he nblo 
to place before Justice Fitzgerald all 
the testimony he has been unable to 
eel before the jury. 
Mr. Delmas declined to make any 
definite statement. 
Tie 
merely said 
that it had been agreed “that when tho 
ease reached' the stage w'hlch has just 
developed, 
Mr. Gleason should 
take 
charge.” 
He said that of course he 
would 
still 
be connected 
with the 
ease. 
Mrs. 
William 
Thaw and 
Evelyn 
Thaw 
left 
the courthouse 
together 
after they had had a brief chat with 
the prisoner and told him that victory 
was in sight. 
When Thaw reached his cell in the 
Tombs he began to w'rite at a furious 
pace, saying it would be his statement 
to be submitted to the court. 
Thaw' was said to be cheerful over 
the situation. 
“If I’m Insane, who la 
sane?” he is said to have asked. “I’m 
ready for the hue commission.”

Fan Francisco, March 21.—The long 
looked for indictments in the munici­ 
pal graft cases have been returned. 
The grand jury lias filed w’ith Presid­ 
ing Judge Coffey of the superior court 
seventy-five 
indictments 
charging 
bribery. 
These were found on evi­ 
dence pi .w uited 
to the 
grand jury 
after 
six m onths’ 
probing into 
the 
municipal affairs of tills city by As­ 
sistant District 
Attorney Francis J. 
Henry and Secret Service Agent Will­ 
iam J. Burns. 
Of the 
indictments sixty-five 
are 
a: auist Abraham Ruef charging him 
Willi bribing the board of supervisors 
to grant franchises to the United rail­ 
roads, the Home Telephone company, 
the San Francisco Gas and Electric 
company 
and 
the 
so-called “prize 
fight trust.” 
Ten are against 3’. V. 
Halsey, former general agent of the 
Pacific 
States Telephone 
and Toi“- 
graph corn | any, who is charged wit IL 
having bribed the supervisors not to 
grant a franchise to a rival company. 
One indictment against Ruef and 
four more against Halsey, which, it is 
understood were also returned, were 
not tiled in open court. 
Seyeral m ore 
indictments, 
the exact 
number and 
against 
what 
persons 
Honey 
and 
Burns refuse to divulge until the ac­ 
cused persons 
have been 
arrested, 
were returned by the grand Jury hut 
not filed. 


Chargee Against Ruef. 


Of the sixty-five counts of bribery 
against Ruef, seventeen are in connec­ 
tion with the grunting 
of the over­ 
head trolley franchise 
to the United 
Railway company Immediately after 
tile disaster of last April. 
Seventeen 
arc based upon the money alleged to 
have been spent by the gas company 
to 
secure 
an 
85-eent gas 
rate 
as 
against the 75-cent rate; thirteen re­ 
fer to the passing 
of money by the 
Home Telephone company to obtain a 
franchise 
for a hill 
of $26,000 
lyid 
which it has been declared was worth 
at least $1,000,000, and eighteen indict­ 
ments 
are based 
upon the 
alleged 
bribing of the supervisors by Ruef to 
grant fight 
permits only to 
the ho 
called “fight trust,” composed of E d­ 
die Granev, Morris Levy, Jam es Ci f 
froth and Willis Britt. 
The money in all these cases Is al­ 
leged to have been handled by Ruef 
who, according to Honey and Burns, 
was the a^en t 
between the 
pu’ r “ 


service corporations and the hoard of 
supervisors and a sort of general dis­ 
tributing agent for all 
who desired 
privileges from the supervisors. 
Tile 
indictments 
against 
Halsey 
charge the agent of the Pacific States 
Telephone 
and 
Telegraph

with having bribed fourteen members 
of the hoard of supervisors to refuse 
the rival company a franchise. 
Judge Coffey fixed tile bail at $T0,- 
000 for each indictment, or a total of 
$650,000 for Ruef and $100,000 for Hal­ 
sey. 
The latter is a brother-in-law of 
the late John I. Sabin, formerly prest 
dent of the Pacific States Telephone 
and Telegraph company, later at the 
head of the telephone system of Chi­ 
cago and 
a brother-in-law of 
Louis 
Glass, 
president 
of tho 
Philippine 
Telephone company. 
Halsey has been 
In Manila installing a telephone sys 
tem. 
He has been under surveillant 
for several days and orders for ills ar­ 
rest have been cabled. 
Given Nearly Half a Million Dollars 
In the overhead trolley deal Ru< f. 
according to Burns, was given $ JSF»,- 
000 by tho United railroads, of which 
the political boss Is alleged to have 
divided $01,000. 
Of this amount Sh­ 
ot 0 is said to have been given to each 
of the fourteen 
supervisors: two r<i 
ceived $10,0: 0 each and one $15,Otto.

For Study I 
of Western Civilization. 
Japan Is forming a vast circulating I 
library of books In every language of 
the world for the benefit of students ! 
anxious to acquire the Ideas of west- | 
em civilization. 
No fewer than 53,000 volumes of 
scientific and educational 
Ihoraturo 
and wholesome fiction In twenty-four 
languages have already been rent to I 
Tokyo as a nucleus, says tho London ! 
Express. 
The history of this IM en 
glot library Is told by th.* 
Gordon, one of the inline ii: 
“About two and a half ye i 
met Professor Takakusu of Ti 
versify, a pupil of tlx* lab* 1 
Max Muller and director » f Iii 
of Foreign Languages at To! 
said. 
"Tile valuable library of Professor 
Muller was offered for sale. and among 
the bidders were the German emperor 
and the British museum. 
"Professor 
Takakusu 
fortunately 
found a wealthy Japanese nobioman 
who was willing to pay tho price re­ 
quired for tho whole collection Intact 
and so secured it. 
"This led to a request by Professor 
Takakusu for more books to form a 
circulating library. 
I willingly agreed 
to make my house a depot and enlist­ 
ed the support of friends. 
"The response was excellent, and 
several Louden publishers have shown 
their interest by selling books at very 
low' rates. 
"I have just heard from Tokyo that 
the Japanese government has granted 
a site for a great building to house the 
books. 
"I have also sent to China a large 
number of hooks, which wore enthu* 
elastically received by Prince Chin and 
which are to he translated by order of 
the emperor and dowager empress. 
“Objects of art an* also required for 
the adornment of tlx* library In Tokyo. 
A copy of Goldie's painting of the 
deatli of St. Francis Xavier, the g-oat 
Christian missionary to tlx* Japanese 
and Chinese in the sixteenth century, 
has already been dispatched to Japan, 
and a wealthy Chinese mandarin has 
ordered another for china. Tile orig­ 
inal hangs in the < ’lurch of tin* Jesuit 
Fathers in Farm street. 
"Two years ago there were 2.000 
Chinese students In the school:? of 
Japan. Today there are fourteen thou­ 
sand. and a great authority writes me 
that before long there will lie from

The cloth was about an eighth of an 
Inch thick and on Its face bore the 
address and the usual stamp.

Sociologist Opposes

the University of Wisconsin sociolo­ 
gist. 
Iii an article In the current 
American Journal of Sociology die 
Wisconsin educator condemns large 
families and says the principles of 
"raco suicide” are a blessing Instead 
of an evil. 
Professor Ross' article leads a dis­ 
cussion by seven leading American 
authorities, who were invited by tho 
Chicago professors to furnish their 
views on die subject. 
Several of the 
professors attacked his views. 
Professor Ross declares his willing­ 
ness to array himself against all who 
may condemn his views aud enrolls 
himself "with those who hate famine, 
war. sailer tooth competition, class an­ 
tagonism, 
the 
degradation 
of 
the 
masses, the wasting of children, the 
dwarfing of women and the cheapen­ 
ing of men." 
In the opinion of Professor Ross the 
birth rate already shows tluit women 
are already beginning to emancipate 
themselves from* the lot of "mother 
and drudge" and to spurn submission 
to tho "curse of Eva" 
Democracy and 
higher education are also named as 
causes for an apparent acceptance of 
“race suicide** as a creed. 
Ile calls 
attention to the contrast In the condi­ 
tion between the French peasantry and 
th® rookie©* mining or factory towns 
of central Europe or the spawning rural 
communities In Russia and Roumania.
